them save on their recording tape. The overall timer has been increased 
to 5 min. and thus do not let the carrier of the repeater drop each time 
between transmissions. Let the system stay on the air and only DROP 
CARRIER aboutevery 4 min. to reset the timer. In other words use fast 
break-in andkeep the repeater on the air, Thus you will not use up 

10 or more sec. of tape recording time every time the carrier drops. 
Also when you are finished with a QSO...the last station to sign should 
let the carrier drop to begin the tape and ID both stations and time so 
it will be properly recorded. As usual listen to a few proper operators 
will get you familiar with the proper procedure. This is also true when 
traveling in a new area when on vacation this summer.
